None of the cited art(s) teaches or suggests, inter alia, forming within a trench a flowing 
insulating layer comprised of an SHO (SiOxHy, where the value of x falls in the range of 0-3 and 
that of y falls in the range of 0-1) insulating layer; and forming a thermal-insulating layer above 
an insulating layer, which is formed on an upper surface of whole structure on which a precise 
insulating layer is formed.
